Some  Interesting  Information 
Evolution  or  Tall  Men. 

In  a  lecture  delivered  at  the  .Royal  insti¬ 
tute  by  Professor  Flower  ou  ’“Th.*  Pigmy 
Races  of  Men,"  he  referred  to  the  curious 
fact  that  the  “tallest  and  shortest  races  in 
Europe  are  respectively  the  Norwegians  and 
the  Lapjis,  living  in  almost  the  same  region 
In  Africa,  also,  the  diminutive  Bushmen  and 
the  tallest  race  bf  the  country,  tho  Kaffirs, 
are  close  lieighlmrs.”  These  fa-  ts  indicate 
that  climate,  -nil  and  other  physical  condi¬ 
tion*  have  but  small  influence  ou  human  stat¬ 
ure,  and  suggest  the  question  whether  it  is 
due  to  social  or  moral  agency.  The  ci.nq.ura- 
tive  history  of  the  I.ap(»  and  Norwegian-  in¬ 
dicates  that  it  iqay  la;  so.  The  Vikings  were 
always  a  fighting  race;  tho  I-apjis o  rtamly 
are  and  so  far  as  we  know  always  have  ken 
an  exceptionally  peaceful  people,  and  the 
Esquimaux,  with  whom  they  are  so  nearly 
connected,  are  the  same. 

The  Lapieliveon  the  snow  fiehls  of  N"r 
way,  ami  the  Esquimaux  on  the  bitterest 
ports  of  the  Arctic  regions,  just  the  places  to 
which  the  weakest  would  la*  driven  by  oui 
querors  who  have  appropriated  the  more  fer¬ 
tile  regions.  The  consequent  hardship  and 
semi-starvation  would  prolaihly  stunt  tlie 
growth  of  the  weaker  people,  while,  on  the 
other  hand,  the  conquering  warlike  race,  in 
the  days  of  hand-to-hand  fighting  with  mrt- 
siders,  and  struggling  for  chieftainship  w  ould 
la*  continually  killing  ..tr  the  feeble,  and  mul¬ 
tiplying  the  big  u>«-ii  hy  the  “survival  of  the 
fltt.-st”  fur  sueli  conditions  of  mutual  mur<k  r 
striv  iug.

The  city  of  A  my  c  la*  has  la-en  di.-tijigui-h>*<l 
in  mythological  lore  as  having  p*-ri.-h< si 
on'  account  of  its  silence.

Amyclie  was  sa(d  to 
have  lieen  of  (Jrcvk  origin.  l»eing  col-.iiiwal 
from  the  twwii  of  Amyclae,  in  Lac  nia.  (  •  u- 
la-ruing  its  d. -struct ion  (in  Italy)  strange  tnl.1- 
were  related.  According  to  some  accounts 
it  was  infestvsl  and  finally  rendered  de-  lute 
by  serv>ent».  Another  tradition  represents 
the  full  of  Ainjda*  as  having  las*n  the  re.-ult 
of  the  silem-e  enjoined  by  law-  Ou  its  inhabi¬ 
tants  iu  order  to  put  a  stop  to  falx*  rumors  of 
hostile  attacks  which  had  Iki-ii  -j  frequently 
i-irculated.
